New YORK, November 4.—Ex-President Grover 
Cleveland was seen at his residence in Madison 
avenue today and gave his opinion of the result 
of Tuesday's elections as follows: 

“Of course every one has a right to put his own 
gonstruction upon the result, and 1 am not 
gpxious to obtrude my ideas; but it seems to me 

| gome things ought to be no longer doubtful. Any 
man who thinks that tariff reform is a settled and 
obsolete issue, or that the importance of sound 
and safe money is a question upon which the peo- 
ple can be blinded, is either wilfully wrong or 
dangerously duil. It seems to me that democrats 
ought to be satisfied that a staunch adherence to 
the principles of their party does not require 
abuse of those who show an inclination to help us. 
I very much regret the defeat of Governor Camp- 
bell. He has been a brave and honest official. 
This and the splendid canvass he made entitled 
him to success. While the election of Flower, 
Russell and Boies ought to cause the utmost re- 
joicing among democrats, they should not forget 
that with these things comes an obligation to be 
true to the people, honest in the advocacy of our 
principles, and decent in all things.”’

ALBANY, November 4.—Roswell P. Flower, gov- 

ernor-clect, with his wife, was on a train arriving 
here this afternoon from New York. He was on 
‘his way home to Watertown. While the train 
was standing inthe station yard, the governor- 
elect alighted upon the station platform and 
walked up and down smoking a cigar for the fif- 
teen minutes that the train remained here. 
Crowds of passengers and railroad employes 
shook him by the hand and congratulated bim 
upon his victory. One traveler said tohim: “I 
want to shake with the next governor.’’ Mr. 
Flower laughingly replied: “If you area repub- 
lican we shook you up pretty well yesterday.” 

To an Associated Press reporter he said: ‘My

Flower on his return from New York tonight. 
On the arrival of the train the fire gongs and bells 
of the city were ringing continuously for half an 
hour, and the elity was ablaze with red fire and 
fireworks. The residences and business places 
were illuminated and decorated. Mr. Flower was 
met atthe train bya delegation from the Jeffer- 
ton Club, which first named him for governor, 
and was drawn by six white horses in a big 
parade through the city’s principal streets.

RUSSELL IN MASSACHUSETTS. 


His Victory Will Be Ten Thousand Strong 
When It Is Finished. 

Bostox, November 4.—It is estimated that Rus- 
Fell has received 156,000, Allen 151,000, leaving the 
governor a plurality of about 5,000. The vote of 
Boston gives 36,512 for Russell, 22,987 for Allen, 
which gives the democrats a plurality in the city 
of 13,525. 

Towns outside of cities last year gave Brackett 
58,313, Russell 52,889. Returns from 282 towns this 
year give Russell 49,871, Allen 59,384. Governor 
Russe]] gained 13 per cent in these towns, which, 
applied to the rest of the towns, would make his 
total in all towns 59,199. The same towns showed 
£ains for Allen of 16 per cent over Brackett’s vote 
Oflast year. This percentag® applied to the rest 
of the towns will give him 68,805 in all towns. 
Add to hese figures the vote of Boston and it 
Swells Russells vote to 95,711, Allen’s to 91,780. 

Cities outside of Boston gave Russell a year 
Bgo 655,144, Brackett 52,515. Russell carried 
them then by about 2,500 plurality. 
The inereased vote this year in the same 
Cities indicates that Russell will have over 
60,000 votes and Alien 58,000, thus making the 
total vote in the state about 156,000 for Russell ; 
15t,000 for Allen, Analysis from the returns from 
these cities shows Allen gained over Brackett in 
Chelsea and Somerville and relatively in Holyoke. 
On the other hand, Russell has made net gains in 

New Bedford, Lawrence, Fall River, Salem, Chic- 
opee and elsewhere. 

Lieutenant Governor Haile and the balance of 
the republican state ticket were elected by am- 
ple pluralities. State Auditor Trefry, democrat 
was defeated. In most places be ran far bebind 
Corcoran on the democratic ticket.

77 are republican, among the surprises being the 
defeat of Robert Howard, of Fall River. The 
senate will be republican. The house has com- 
plete returns from 127 members, little more than 
one-half, and these stand 82 republicans to 45 
democrats, 

Speaker Barrett is re-electediby twice his last 
year’s plurality. The executive council will prob- 
ably stand 7 republicans to 1 democrat. 

Returns came in very slowly from Massachu- 
setts during the forenoon. The greatest delay is 
in the cities and western towns. At noon there 
seems to be no reason for changing the morning 
estimate of 5,000 plurality for Governor Russell. 

Governor Russel] this morning claims his elec- 
tion by about6,000. He says: “lt means thit Mas- 
sachusetts is earncstly tor tariff reform on the 
line of free raw material, which has been the chief 
issue in thisstate. It also means that she is firmly 
and aggressively for sound currency.” 

The Journal, republican, says returns received 
to 12:30 o’clock indicate a plurality of 8,000 for 
Russel. 

With 20 towns to hear from, Russell had a plu- 
rality of 7,436 inthe state. Dispatches indicate 
that the popular vote yesterday strongly favored 
the amendment to the constitution abolishing the 
poll tax aS a prerequisite to voting, and it is be- 
lieved to have been adopted by a large majority. 

The legislature shows decided republican gains. 
The senate, with 5 districts to be heard from, 
stands: Twenty-three republicans to 12 demo- 
crats, and the missing will provably give 1 repub- 
lican and 2 democrats, with 2 doubtful. Last year 
the senate was atie between the parties. The 
house atpresent stands 115 republicans and 58 
democrats, with 67 members lavking. Last year 
the complexion of the house was 140 republicans 
and 100 democrats. 

Should 8 missing towns maintain the repub- 
lican majority in them last year, Russell’s plurality 
inthe whole state will be 5,691. In the legisla- 
ture the republicans will have majorities in both 
branches, probably four or five in the senate and 
about 60 in the house. 

The councli will show as at present, 7 republi- 
cans andl democrat. The vote for lieutenant 
governor, auditor and other officers cannot yet be 
definitely stated, but the entire state republican 
ticket is elected, except the governor, by 8,000 to 
12,000. 


WHAT THE PAPERS SAY 


About the Lessons Taught in Tuesday's 
Election. 

Boston, November 4.—The Herald, independ- 
ént, considers Governor Russell’s election a per- 
sonal endorsement of hisjadministrative acta, be- 
side being a victory for the tariff cause he repre- 
sents. It predicts republican defeat in 
presidential year, unless the party modifies its 
high tariff views. 

Of the Ohio election it says McKinley’s election 
is gratifying, as it is the most decided rebuke that 
could have been given to the advocates of free 
coinage of silver, 

New York, it thinks, means that that state will 
vote for a democratic president next year by pot 
less than 50,000 plurality. 

The Traveler, republican, deplores the result in 
Massachusetts, as it gives the opponents of the 
principles for which Massachuseets stands—pro- 
tection, sound money and honest ballot—an op- 
portunity to exult. 

The Journal, republican, lays the republicans’ 
defeat in this state tothe weak platform on the 
school and temperance questions; tothe belated 
aggressiveness of most of their speakers; to being 
overmatched by shrewdness in managing the 
campaign, and to indifference or the treachery of 
Crapo’s friends. The republicans needed a lesson, 
and they have received it. The paper says the 
Ohio lesson is a victory for sound currency. In 
New York Tammany is triumphant, and Grover 
Cleveland has not swallowed the Tammany tiger 
for nothing. It wasavery unsavory morsel, but 
he will probably receive his reward. 

The Globe, democrat, 84ys Governor Russell may 
well feel that his detractors have not only beén 
silenced, but put to shame. He is sustained by 
the judgment of the people on every point at 
issue between him and his reckless assailant. The 
Gibraltar of republicanism, by this victory, is 
made distinctly figuting ground for next year, and 
a good fighting ground, too. The electoral vute of 
Mussachusetts is how a debatable quantity in the 
presidential question.

“In Ohio, where the great national issue was 
sharply defined, the republicans have won a de- 
cisive victory.

‘The defeat of Major McKinley 
would have reiterated the verdict of 1890. His 
election means his vindication and that of the 
law which bears his name. The two great parties 
occupy about the same relative positions that the 
did before the elections, both apparenily satisfie 
with the rssults, and in good condition for enter- 
inz upon the broader ‘battlefields and grander 
conquests of 1892.”

THE SILENT MAN 


Who Controls the Destinies of Tammany 
Hall,’ 


HOW HE GO? CLEVELAND AND HILL 


Together Upon the Same Platform 
in the Nick of Time. 


THE POWER OF THE GREAT CHIEFS 


Holds the State of New York Safely 
Within the Ranks of the Demo- 
cratic Party. 


New Yorx, Nevember 4.—[Special.}— 
When Grover Cleveland and Governor 
Hill shook hands and spoke from the same 
platform at the Cooper Union mass meeting 
and again at Madison Square garden in the 
exciting campaign just ended, democrats all 
over the country appiauded and declared 
that harmony reigned once more in New 
York. Some of them said that Cleveland 
deserved all the credit, others that it was 
the political wisdom of Governor Hill that 
made these friendly and harmonious meet- 
ings of the two great leaders possible. 
Both conclusions were wrong. 

Behind the scenes there was a master 
hand and a master mind. A man as silent 
as a statue so far as public utterance was 
concerned shaped every political event in 
the democratic party in New York during 
this campaign. 

That man was Richard Croker, the Tam- 
many chieftain. 

Moving in his own peculiar way, he 
brought Cleveland and Hill, the kings, to- 
gether on the political chessboard. 

A strange, silent man, with a will of iron 
and nerves of steel, is the successor of John 
Kelly in the leadership of the most powerful 
political organization in the United States. 
He can number his confidential friends on the 
fingers of one hand. He is a past master in 
the art of silence where silence is golden. Al- 
leged interviews with him on political sub- 
jects are always manufactured. He never 
gives an interview for publication on polit 
ical issues. The men to whom he 
confides his plans and intentions never betray 
his confidence. He has been called an ignor- 
ant man by his enemies, but when he speaks 
there is political wisdom in his words. 

During the past campaign I called on Mr. 
Croker at his home to ask him what Tammany 
would probably do in reference to @ 
certain political matter of general 
interest. I went as the representative of a 
newspaper supposed to be the organof Tam- 
many hall, Mr. Croker was exceedingly cour- 
teous and talked freely on general topics. 
When I asked him the question which was 


the object of my visit he was silent forP@mo-- 


ment and then he answered slowly, ‘‘A good 
general never makes public his plan of battle. 
Success often depends on his keeping from the 
enemy all knowledge of his intentions,” 

That was his answer, and what a volume of 
political wisdom it contains. Those words de- 
scribe fully Mr. Croker’s political methods, 
The enemy never knows what his intentions 
are. 

At first glance Mr. Croker impresses one as 
being a man of ordinary appearance, without 
any distinguishing marks of character. Buv a 
study of the massive jaws, the powerful chin, 
the keen and restiess eyes that seem ever on 
the alert, reveals the character of the man and 
the leader. Every line of the stern face, 
when closely studied, reveals a will that 
can brook no opposition. In _ the 
deep-set black eyes that are never still, in the 
firm lips, the square jaws, even in the well-knit 
frame and broad hands of the man, there is an 
evidence of reserve force which will impress 
the close observer. 

Richard Croker was formerly a machinist in 
the employ of the New York Central railroad. 
He left the machine shop to become a ward 
poiitician. From that time to the present he 
has followed politics as a profession. He has 
held severai city oftices, the only one of im- 
portance being the otlice of city chamberlain, 
which he resigned three years ago on account 
of poor health. 

Mr. Croker was once arrested on a charge 
of murder and was contined in the tombs until 
his trial. He was in prison with Edward S. 
Stokes, who killed Jim Fisk, and John J. 
Scannell, who killeda man who had mur- 
dered his brother. Stokes and Scannell are 
now prominent Tammany leaders and per- 
sonal friends of Mr. Croker. Scannell and 
Croker were both acquitted of the charge of 
murder when their cases came to trial. 

Mr. Croker has made money out of politics. 
He was a poor man when he left the machine 
shop and the tenement. He now owns the 
splendid brown stone house on Mt. Morris ave- 
nue where he lives. His summers are spent at 
Richfield Springs or in Europe. 

Mr. Croker’s home is splendidly located. It 
is directly opposite Mt. Morris park and is 
surrounded by the bounds of wealth and aris- 
tocracy. His house is furnished in excellent 
taste. In the big double parlor hang portraits 
of John Kelly, Mayor Grant and Mr. Croker 
himself, all painted by famous artists. There 
are other costly paintings and rare 
pieces of bric-a-brac gathered in foreign coun- 
tries. The floors are covered with rich Per- 
sian rugs of odd designs. Mr. Croker hasa 
large family and he is devoted to his wife and 
chiidren. His friends, be they pooror rich, 
are always welcome athis beautiful home, 
He never forgets his friends and that is one of 
the secrets of his great success asa_ politician. 
Once when I was at bis house a servant came 
to the parlor door and announced the name of 
a visitor. 

‘‘Bring him im*?”’ said Mr. Croker, 

A moment later an old Irishman in the garb 
ofa working man, entered the parlor with 
slow, hesitating steps. 

‘It’s work I’m wantin’ Dick. Sure there 
ain’t a bite to ate in the house,” said the old 
man. . 

Mr. Croker took a card from his pocket and 
wrote a few words on the’ back of it, He 
handed the card and a silver dollar to the old 
man. 

“Give the card to ; he’ll give you a 
job.”” 

**God bless ye, Dick, an’ I’ll see that all the 
boys vote aa ye tell ’em,’’ said the old man as 
he turned to go. 

The card Mr. Croker had given the old man 
was toa Tammany contractor who hada con- 
tract from the city. It was as good as an order, 
and meant work for the old man at good 
wages. Such acts of kindness, placed where 
they will do the most good, have made Mr, 


Croker the most powerful leader in the history 
of New York politics. 

The disorganized condition of Tammany hal! 
when Mr. Croker became grand sachem, and 
how he reviewed and reorganized the brains 
until Tammany obtained absolute control of 
every department of the city and county gov- 
ernment, is familiar to all students of current 
political history. But the most delicate and 
skillful political work he has ever accom- 
plished was the bringing together 
of Cleveland and Hill in the 
past campaign and the uniting of all the fac- 
tions in this city in support of the state ticket. 
Mr. Croker realized at the outset of the cam- 
paign that Fassett was a strong candidate and 
that there would be no hope of success unless 
all the loéal factions got together. 
la Cooper Union mass meeting was 
Suggesied by Mr. Croker as the time 
and place to bring Hill. and Cleveland to- 
gether. To accomplish this it was given out 
that the meeting was to be one of all demo- 
crats, not merely a Tammany meeting. Then 
Hilland Cleveland were invited to attend, 
and the invitations were so timed and arranged 
that one would not know that the other had 
been invited. Both agreed to be present 
and each had given his word before he knew 
the other had even been asked. Their prom- 
ises given they could not back out. The rest 
is history. But to Richard Croker is due the 
credit of restoring harmony among New York 
democrats. 


THE RESULT IN KANSAS. 


The Republicans Carry the State by Over- 
whelming Odds, 


Torgxa, Kan., November 4.—[Special, |— 
The elections in Kansas yesterday resulted in 
an overwhelming victory for the republicans. 
Four county officers were elected in each of 
the 106 counties. The latest returns show 
that out of this total, 424 officers, the- advance 
people’s party has not elected more than 
60, Last year the same number of county 
ofticers were elected in the state, and the re- 
publicans only secured 112. The people's 
party elected 1 out of 10 district judges, and 
that in a district where two republicans 
claimed the nomination and remained iu the 
field. 

The People Are Tired. 

Leading republicans say the people of Kan- 
gas are tired of the calamity howl, and that 
they have rebuked Peffer, Simpson and oth- 
trs. The alliance leaders claim that their 
forces did not vote, but that they will be O. K. 
next year. 

A Democratic Opinion. 

The Kansas Democrat, the leading organ of 
the democratic party in the state, says: 

“The republicans have achieved a signal 
and expected victory. Itcan be said that in 
scarcely a county in Kausas does the people’s 
party hold ite strength at the polls. Yester- 
day the defeat of the calamity party was 
crushing and complete. It is doubtful if the 
people’s party yesterday cafried a half dozen 
counties in the state where there was a con- 
test. The party of Peffer, of Jerry Simpson, 
of Otis, is going down as fast as it went up in 
Kansas. It touched its zenith in the frenzied 


and u nly rag mf wailof ayear ago. It 
now We withadull thud. no more to be 
heard of. Before Senator Peffer closes his six 
years in United States senate the people’s 
party wil? be a memory, and an unsavory mem- 
orv, in this state. Democratsas well as re- 
publicans can rejoice in this victory. It is 
not, in the broader sense, a partisan victory. 
It isa victory for manhood, for self-respect 
and decency, for good government. 
The value of the crushing defeat 
of the people's party in Kansas 
yesterday cannot be overestimated. It will be 
worth in the immediate future millions of dol- 
lars to Kansas. No fearof the non-payment 
of honest debts by the people of Kansas need 
any longer be felt abroad. The young state of 
the prairies, with her grand histury behind her, 
rises as a lion in her sturdy integrity and has 
administered a crushing rebuke to her calum- 
niators.”’ 


IOWA IS DEMOCRATIC, 


Governor Boies Has Carried the Whole 
Ticket. 

Des Mornes, Ia., November 4,2 p. m.—The re- 
publican state committee now Claims the election 
ot Van Houten for lieutenant governor. They 
also claim that the house is republican by 4, and 
that the senate is in doubt, with a probability of 
the presiding officer being a republican. Up to 
1 o’clock, less than one-third of the state has 
been heard from. Returns are very slow. 

The republican gains have generally been in 
Black Hawk, Marshall, Polk and a few interior 
counties, containing no large cities. It is esti- 
mated that the total vote will reach 420,000, the 
largest ever castin Iowa. Dubuque City reports 
an increased vote of more than 1,000 over two 
years ago, which, as thatcity is overwhelmingly 
democratic, means a largely increased majority 
for Boies, Buriington reports an increased ma- 
jority for Boies of over 200 over two years ago. 
Democratic strongholds along the riv: rand in river 
towns where the prohibitory law is partially ob- 
noxious, have largely increased the majorities 
given Governor Boies two years ago.

Foraker Has the Old Iceberg in a 
Corner. 


THE “FIRE ALARM” IS IN EARNEST, 


And Claims That He Has a Large 
Majority in the Legislature 


PLEDGED TO GIVE HiM THEIR SUPPORT. 


A Desperate Fight on Between the Repub- 
lican Factions Over the Next 
Benatorship. 


CrnctnnaT1, November 4.—(Special.J— 
Chairman Bill Hahn, of the republican state 
committee, came very near immortalizing him- 
self in this campaign. 

A tew days ago, when everybody was at sea, 
Hahn made his prediction that McKinley’s 
plurality would be between 19,000 and 21,000. 

Sure enough it will not be far from that, and 
were it not for one fact Hahn would be re- 
garded as a phenomena! prophet. 

In an evil moment he was incuéed to an- 
nounce where he expected the gains and Josses. 
He gave the vote by counties as he expected it 
to be. A comparison of the re 
turns with his expectations shows that 
he was as badly wrong as Governor Campbell.

The Slow Returns, 

Never in the history of the state have the re- 
turns been so slow in comingin. Here it is 
the night alter the election, and there is noth- 
ing official from very many counties, They 
cannot, however, materially affect the result. 
McKinley pulls through by his old-time re- 
publican majority and the legislature is safely 
republican. 

This insures a republican senator to succeed 
Uncle John Sherman, and the fight for that 
position has already begun in earnest. Fora- 
ker is in it, and proposes to fight for it as hard 
as he knows how. The Commercial Gazette 
comes out in an editorial headed: ‘Senator 
Foraker,”’ in which it is stated that careful 
estimates show that Foraker will undoubtedly 
be nominated. The Foraker figures are 58 for 
him to about 35 or 36 for Sherman. They talk 
confidently of their ability to elect the fiery 
man from Hamilton in the place of the iceberg 
from Pigeon's Roost or somewhere in the 
vicinity, and this contidence is contagious. It 
is going to be a bitter fight—a fight to the 
tinish. 

The Sherman Men Confident. 

The Sherman men are equally confident, 
or were when I talked with anyof them. 
They are hard to find in this sec 
though plentiful up through the 
state. They don’t mince matters when they 
talk of Foraker and his “gang,”’ and it is fair 
to say Of the latter that they eschew Sunday 
school terms in talking of the Sherman men. 
There is no love lost. Sherman is undoubt- 
edly very strong in Ohio, and hawill have a 
much stronger following among the country 
members than the Foraker men 
expect. 

On the other hand this man Foraker isa 
great fighter; aman of genuine magnetism. 
He has a great hold upon the young men in 
his party, and he is certain to keep the ball 
rolling at a lively rate. 

Foster May Come In. 

That isthe situation just now, batin the 
background there looms up a gentleman 
known as Foster, who is as shrewd a politi- 
cian as ever pulled a wire, and who has no 
love for the fierv man from Hamilton county. 
How much he will figure in it before the end, 
nobody can tell. It is signiticant that the 
evening republican paper, The Times-Star, 
which is owned by the Tafts, comes out 
strongly for Sherman. The old republicans— 
the men who have fought the party’s fights in 
the past—are strongly against Foraker, George 
Cox and his gang. 

The Cause of the Vote. 

The republicans make a great mistake in 
claiming the election of McKinley as a pro- 
tection victory. The less they talk protection 
now the better, for if by the aid of protection 
and half a million dollars they can’t carry Ohio 
by more than twenty thousand, protection isn’t 
much. The truth is, Campbell made decided 
gains amoug the laboring men, to whom 
he especially addressed his tariff reform argu- 
ments. The oid farmers who have known 
nothing but republicanism since the war came 
out in full force and voted the same old way. 
The iarmers in northwestern Ohio, in the 
democratic counties, were against the Cal 
Brice democracy, and went off to Seitz.

4 Merchant Vessel Taken as a Prize by 
Them. 

HonG Kona, November 4.—Piracy is again 
rife along the coast near Amoy, after having 
subsided a little upon the capture and execn- 
tion of fourteen sea roversin the spring. Three 
days before the mid-autumn festival,a mer- 
chant junk heavily laden, while proceeding to 
Amoy, was followed by a strange craft. 
When the vessels were close together, 
the junkmen called out to the crew 
of the unknown boat to keep clear 
and avoid a collision, but the reply was the 
fire of a bomb, followed by several men with 
cutlasses and pistols. The junk’s supercargo 
was killed and one sailor leaped overboard and 
was drowned. The rest of the crew were tied 
to the masts.

Although the Maverick has been known as a 
speculative bank, no one outside of Evans and the 
bank directors could have imagined the extent of 
the speculations. It is now not. to be 
wondered at that when the death of Irving A. 
Evans was announced that President Potter, in 
the directors’ room, should have physically col- 
lapsed; but itis a wonder, in the light of present 
revelations, that he should for so many days have 
patched up affairs and stemmed the current. 
Boston banks brought over Monday night many 
inillions of their reserve, heldtin New York, and 
are in a stronger financial position than they have 
been for along time. Money will rule very easy 
on approved collateral. 


WITHDRAWING THEIR DEPOSITS 


Run on a Five-Cent Savings Bank in 
Boston. 

Boston, November 4.—There is a rumor 
that a five-cent savings bank, which has im- 
mense deposits, is crowded mostly 
with women. The state savings bank 
commissioners say they have carefully ex- 
amined the affairs of the institution and find 
thatitis perfectly sound. Potter, of the failed 
Maverick bank, was simply a director of the 
institution, and had no other ofticial position 
and absolutely no voice in the management of 
its affairs, other than as a member of the 
board. 

President Evans, of the bank, says he will 
continue to pay out money until it is deemed 
advisable to take advantage of the sixty-day 
Jaw. One national bank has offered him $500, 
000 and he has received offers of large amounts 
from other institutions. The bank had $1,077- 
000 cash at the date of the last statement, 
October 13th, but has been strengthening itself 
of jJate.

THE NEGRO CONVENTION, 


They Are Dissatisfied with Their 
Partners. 

RALEIGH, N. C., November 4.—[Special.]— 
The negro state convention met here today. 
It was called to take action regarding tho 
offices and demand that the negroes get their 
pro rata share of these. Some of the ablest 
negroes in North Carolina wero present and 
the white republicans were roundly abused. 
John H. Williamson called the convention to 
order and told his hearers that the negro could 
do nothing unless he showedjhis independence. 
He called on those who held offices under the 
government not to permit that to suppress 
their manhood, and went on to say that the 
white republicans had held a convention at 
Asheville last July, from which all negroes 
were excluded, ostensibly to form a protective 
tariff league. 

‘“Tney are liars,”’ shouted the speaker, “‘it 
was an anti-negro league they were forming, 
and that, too, in the face of the fact that the 
negro represents 75 per cent of the republican 
party in North Carolina.”

OTHER CAMPS TO BE GUARDED, 


The Law Requiring Murderers and Rapists 
to Be Kept Within Prison 
Walls. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., November 4.—[Special.] 
If the riotous miners in East Tennessee carry 
out their threat, and attenipt to release the 
convicts at Inman and Tracy City branch pris- 
ons they will meet a warm reception. Adjutant 
General Normann has shipped a large supply 
of guns and ammunition to both places. Tracy 
City hasa force of guards that could defend 
the substantial stockade at that point against 
any number. Today Superintendent of Prisons 
Wade secured a picked squad of fifty men 
from Murfreesboro and Fostervfile, and took 
them to Inman, which, added to the gnardgs 
already there, makes quite a respectable force. 

They Will Fight. 

These men are fighters, some of them having 
seen service in the confederate urmy, and 
others in the regular army. They are friends 
of Governor Buchanan’s and |Mr. Wade's, and 
will obey instructions. 

Up to date about ninety of the released con- 
victs have been 'recaptured. Lessee Goodwin 
said today that the convicts will not be re- 
turned to Briceville unless the state guarantees 
them protection. 

The Law to Be Enforced. 

A state law requires that no murderer or 
rapist shall ever be allowed outside the walls 
of the main prison. This law, it seems, has 
not been observed, and the state board of 
prison inspectors today issued the following 
orders to Warden Blevins: 

Whereas, In reply to an inquiry addressed to 
you by this board, the information is given the 
board that many prisoners confinedin the peni- 
tentiary for the crime of murder and rape have 
been taken from the walls of the main prison and 
sent to the branch prisons of the state, and 

Whereas, This is contrary to law and contrary 
to a former ruling and order of this board, 

Now, therefore, you are directed to have re- 
turned to the main prison at Nashville at once, 
all convicts or prisoners now at the branch pris- 
ons convicted for the crime of rape and al: those 
convicted for the crime of murder and sentenced 
to the penitentiary fora term of years exceeding 
nine years, 

Concerning the question of returning the 
convicts to Briceville, Coal Creek and Sil- 
ver Springs, the lessees refuse to pay the cost 
of extra guards. They also decline to pay the 
rewards for captured convicts and other inci- 
dental expenses. 


THE ALABAMA ASSASSINS 


Turn Out to Be an Old Colored Man 
His Wife. 

MONTGOMERY, Ala., November 4.—[Spe- 
cial.|—Detective D. W. D. Barnes, of the 
Louisville and Nashville system, arrived 
this evening from Georgiana, where he ar- 
rested Ed Moore and wife, colored, on the 
strongest evidence obtainable. After travel- 
ing the murderer’s track from Georgiana by 
his hounds, Chief of Police Potterfield, of 
Greenville, tracked “Moore to his home, within 
two miles of where old man Sheppard and 
wife were assassinated. At Moore’s house he 
found his pants all spattered with traces of 
blood, and his wife’s shoes and hat hidden 
and, when found, were bloody. The hat had 
the spider webs from the ceiling under the 
roof on it yet, and other evidences point but 
too strongly that Moore and wife are con- 
nected with that murder, if not others. 

When arrested Moore said: ‘‘Oh, God, take 
care of me,’’ and crossed his hands. He was 
covered with two pistols, and offered no resist- 
ance. The measure of his shoes fully corre- 
sponds with the measure of the track as made 
by Detective Barncs where the bloody one 
laid. Heleft Mooreand wife in custody of 
the sheriff of Butler, at Georgiana, but Barnes, 
who gives your correspondent this informa- 
tion, thinks that both may hang on the limb of 
a cedar tree before morning. Revenge on the 
part of Ed Moore and wife, Maria, for having 
been refused credit by Sheppard, is believed to 
have been the prime cause of the diabolical 
deed.

The Khojak Tunnel. 

The Khojak tunnel, through which the first 
train passed on September Sth, is stated in an 
Indian exchange to be about 2.38 miles long, 
25 feet high, and 32 feet wide, with a horse- 
shoe section. It is on the northwestern fron- 
tier inthe Khwaja Ameran mountains, and 
has been about four years under construction. 
The grade on the eastern side is 1 in 1,000, and 
on the western side 1 in 40, the latter being 
necessary for drainage. The excavation was 
carried on from the portals and from two 
shafts, six headings in all. Compressed air 
machinery was used throughout the rock work. 

The tunnel to be driven under the Thames 
yiver at Blackwall, England, about four 
miles below London ridge, will be 
about twenty-six feet in diameter and 
twelve hundred feet long. At the deepest 
part of the river the crown of the 
tunnel, as now located, will be buat eight feet 
below the bed of the river. A shield, much 
like thatin use in the Hudson river tunnel, will, 
it is reported, be employed. Owing to the 
nature of the ground, about twelve hundred 
feet of approaches on each side must be simi- 
larly driven. The tunnel is intended for both 
carriage and foot passenger traffic. The bids 
ranged from $4,300,000 to $5,560,000.

H. W. Smithers, the London banker, who 
is said to have arranged to handle the Rich- 
mond Terminal’s tloating debt, has been in 
and around Biriningham, Ala., the last few 
days inspecting the Louisville and Nashville’s 
property. Mr. Smithers has been receiver for 
many railroads in this country at the instance 
of foreign stockholders. He knows all about 
manipulating raiJroads. He is a London 
banker, and is vety wealthy. 

The South Carolina road, which the Louis 
ville and Nashville was reporteda few days 
ago to have bought, has 130 miles of track 
from Augusta to Charleston, and 
eighty miles from Augusta t Columbia. 
It passes through one of the richest cotton and 
rice regions and would be very valuable to the 
Louisville and Nashville as an outlet to the 
Atlantic coast. For some time the road has 
been in trouble, and is now in the hands of a 
receiver. It has been considered only a matjer 
of time when the Louisville and Nashville 
would get control of either the South Carolina 
or the Port Royal. 

one Vice President Stuart R. Knott, of the 
Lowisville and Nashville,says that he does not 
believe the Louisville and Nashville, will take 
the South Carolina road, from the fact that it 
has a seaboard terminus through the Central of 
Georgia at Savannah.

The decision 
requires that all express companies be allowed 
the same privileges and facilities within jthe 
state. 

The Houston and Texas Central Railway 
Company has refased to further comply with 
circular No. 25, issued by the railroad com- 
mission of Texas. This circular was adopted 
to equalize shippers’ facilities at points having 
no compresses with those at compress points. 
The ratiroad company contends that legal 
notice was not given by the commission before 
the circular took effect. The commission says 
the circular is not sucha scheduleor rate or 
amendment as requires the notice insisted on 
by the railroads. The commission will cause. 
prosecution to be instituted for any violation 
of the circular. 

Articles of incorporation for the projected 
line from Indianapolis to Chattanooga have 
been filed with the secretary of state of Indi- 
ana. The name given the new road is 
the Chicago, Indianapolis and Chattanooga 
Southern Railroad Company. 

A party of the Louisville and Nashville’s 
stockholders and directors spent yesterday in 
south Alabama inspecting their property. 

The clause in Kentucky’s new constitution, 
forbidding counties to vote susidies to rail- 
roads, is being tested. The Louisville Cou- 
rier-Journal says: 

‘“‘At the street railroad convention, recently 
held at Pittsburg, it was reported that there 
are now in the United States over four hun- 
dred electric roads, with a capital of $75,000,- 
000. During the yearthe number of horses 
employed in street railroads had fallen off 
28,681. Three years ago there were only 
thirteen electric railroads in this country.”

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The Result and Its Meaning. 

If the result of ‘Tuesday's elections 
means anything, it is that New York 
state is inevitably the key to the dem- 
ocratic situation, and to it the party 
must turn for the standard bearer, in 
1892, who must be chosen either from 
the ranks of the New York democracy, 
or must be a man from outside of the 
state on whom it can unite to roll up 
another splendid majority like that of 
Tuesday. 

With New York safe, the party is safe 
in 1892. 

New York goes democratic by thirty- 
five thousand—probably forty thousand— 
electing the whole state ticket and 
possibly capturing both branches of the 
general assembly, though it will require 
an official count to decide this. At any 
rate there would have been no doubt 
about it had the people of the state 
been given a fair opportunity to elect 
their general assembly on a just basis of 
population. The republicans have suc- 
ceeded for years in defeating the reap- 
portionment of the state on the basis of 
the great increase in population, not- 
withstanding the vigorous efforts of Gov- 
ernor Hill to force them to do 60. 

The injustice and outrageous discrimi- 
nation of the inequality of representa- 
tion in the general assembly fortunately 
does not bear on the vote of the state 
in federal elections. 

With a safe majority of from thirty 
to forty thousand, New York may be 
relied upon to cast its. electoral vote for 
the democratic nominee for the _presi- 
dency. 

Without the vote of New York, it is 
impossible for the democrats to win. 
This may as well be recognized now, 
and those who hope to whip the fight 
without the vote of that state simply do 
not know what they are talking about. 

Therefore, with New York as the key 
to the situation, New York's wishes must 
be consulted. 

If the delegation, or a large majority 
of the delegation from that state, repre- 
senting the voice of the democrats of 
the state, is in favor of Mr. Cleveland, 
then Mr. Cleveland should receive the 
unanimous call of the democratic party 
for renomination. 

If it is for Mr. Hill, 
should be the nominee. 

If Mr. Flower be the choice, as being 
satisfactory to the friends of both, then 
he should be the man. 

If that delegation unites on another 
man outside of New York, be it Mr. 
Gorman, Mr. Gray, Mr. Boies, or whom- 
soever, then on that man the call of the 
party should fall. 

The most noteworthy feature of the 
result, whatever else may be sajd of it, 
is the fact that it shows where the 
democrats must place their dependence. 
It is an emphatic announcement that 
the state of New York holds the key to 
the democratic situation. A democratic 
victory in Ohio might have changed the 
complexion of affairs,. but Ohio remains 
republican with no apparent break in the

In other words, the situation as re- 
vealed by Tuesdays results, shows once 
more that New York is absolutely es- 
sential to democratic success, and that 
the party must unite on the man who 
can harmonize and unite the democratic 
forces of that great state. However irri- 
tating such a situation may be to those 
democratic elements which are anxious 
to protest against what they call the 
dictation of New York, it cannot be 
avoided. It is the ineyitable outgrowth 
of events, and to ignore it is to play 
loosely and wildly with the chances of 
success. 


Concerning Banks. 

The Maverick bark flurry in Boston ap- 
pears to be over, but there is still something 
for us to consider. 

In this country, under existing laws, it is 
supposed that the banks are examined from 
time to time. Recent developments would 
suggest that this is a big mistake. We have 
found in the case of Bardsley’s bank in 
Philadelphia, and the Maverick bank in 
Boston, that the government’s bank exam- 
iners simply do not examine. It seems that 
they stand in with the corrupt officials of 
the banks and aid their schemes as far as 
they can. 

An alleged examination consisting of a 
big dinner and a few drinks is no protection 

for the public, but we seem to be drifting in 
that direction. This is simply another out- 
come of our new civilization. In the old 
days it could not have happened. Of course 
it is now said that those were sem-civilized 
times, but one thing is certain—no man 
holding the money of others in those days 
could appropriate it, and afterwards hold up 
his head. The public opinion of the entire 
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south would have smashed him, and vir- 
tually killed him. 

If we can do no better—if, bank examin- 
ers will not examine—we had better go back 
tothe good old shotgun days. Our meth- 
ods then may have been half-way savage, 
but men behaved themselves and gave us 
the best civilization known in the world’s 
history. 


It Was a Democratic Day. 

The democrats are to be congratulated 
on the result of Tuesday's elections. 
They ‘have not only increased their nor- 
mal majorities in states that are con- 
ceded to them, but have held their 
ground in states which they captured 
last year. They hold Massachusetts and 
Iowa, and this is in the nature of a 
decided victory. If the republicans had 
recaptured these states, the result would 
have been regarded only as the natural 
reaction from the tremendous upheaval 
of last year. That the democrats have 
succeeded in holding them shows that 
the principles of the party have taken a 
strong hold on the minds of men who 
have heretofore opposed them. This is 
more than encouraging. It gives rise . to 
new hopes of success in 1892, and ought 
to strengthen the democratic party in all 
that pertains to harmony and unity. 

New York did gloriously. 

So far as Ohio is concerned, the re- 
sult is disappointing, though it is by no 
means unexpected. ‘The republicans could 
not afford to lose Ohio, It was absos 
lutely essential that the apostle of high 
protection should carry his native state. 
His defeat would have been a blow from 
which the party could not have _ recov- 
ered. ‘The protected monopolies saw this 
as clearly as the republican leaders, and 
they did not wait to be asked to con- 
tribute. Such was their uneasiness that 
they poured election boodle into the laps 
of the managers until the latter were 
compelled to announce that they had 
money enough and wanted no more. It 
is safe to say that no such announce- 
ment was ever made before by the man- 
agers of a political campaign. 

Therefore it is doing no violence to 
the known facts of the situation to assume 
that the republican party of Ohio was 
held together by the power, strength and 
attraction of boodle. Governor Campbell's 
republican audiences cheered him loudly 
and enthusiastically, but he was followed 
wherever he went by the dispensers of 
republican -boodle. The effect of this 
may be scen in the increased republican 
majority. In that state, as in some 
others, an abundance of boodle, judil- 
ciously distributed, is always more pow 
erful than argument. 


Reform in Pennsylvania. 

There is only one meaning to the repub- 
lican majority in Pennsylvania, namely— 
that even the republicans of that state who 
claim to be honest have come to the conclu- 
sion that itis necessary to the success of 
their party to draw the line between com- 
mon honesty and political honesty. They 
have come to the conclusion that a condem- 
nation of the political knavery and corrup- 
tion which goes by the name of Quayism, 
would be the condemnation in all the states 
of every element which lends activity and 
energy to them. 

The endorsement of Quayism in Pennsy]- 
vania can mean nothing else. Men whoare 
strictly honest and even religiously inclined, 
have evidently come to the conclusion that 
it is better to condone political immorality 
than to aid in destroying their party. In 
other words, they have found it impossible 
to separate their party from the rascalities 
to which it has given birth, and so they 
swallow their notions of reform, and en- 
dorse the rascalities. 

This idea and this element the democratic 
party will have to overcome in all parts of 
the country in 1892. 


Organized for Boodle. 

The affair known asthe county democ- 
racy of New York has again manifested its 
real purposes, It was organized as a pro- 
test against Tammany and its methods, 
and, for that very reason, it has developed 
into an anti-democratic organization when- 
ever the republicans choose to buy the votes 
which it has for sale. It was known for a 
while as the kid-glove democracy for the 
reason that among its members it 
numbered a few who made a 
parade of respectability. This was before 
the aims of the organization became known. 
When it was discovered that its leaders 
were always ready to makea bargain with 
the republicans for the sake of boodle and a 
few paltry offices, the respectable element 
deserted it and returned tothe democratic 
party. 

We obsegve that the county democracy 
has been up to its old tricks. It sold out to 
the republicans in the recent election, and 
made a vicious fight against the democratic 
ticket. Itssinister and corrupt attitude is 
thoroughly consistent, Claiming to repre- 
sent the spirit of reform in 1888, the county 
democracy sold out Mr. Cleveland, as far as 
its small influence could go, for the sake of 
a few offices that never materialized. 

We know of no reason why the boodlers 
who make up the county democracy should 
not join the mugwumps and stick to them.

Labor Makes Itself Heard. 

As might have been expected, the revoiu- 
tionary action of the miners in East Tennes- 
see has stirred up the entire country. 

There are, of course, two opinions, One 
is that the authorities of Tennessee should 
utilize all the means in their power to sup- 
press this insurrection or civil war, and the 
other view is that an effort should be made 
to meet the wishes of the people. 

It strikes us that the ringleaders in the 
riot at Briceville should be arrested and 
punished, but we are also equally clear that 
the Tennessee legislature at its next session 
should reform its convict lease policy. In 
this case both sides are in the wrong. The 
authorities had noright to bring convict labor 
into competition with free labor, but on the 
other hand free labor had no right to rise in 
armed revolt against the state. 

Thoughtless people will be quick enough 
to say that the Briceville affair isa victory 
for American workingmen, but this is not 
the way to regard it. We must stop these 
outbreaks and insurrections, and the beat 
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way to stop them is to get the states on the 
right line in dealing with this important 
matter of labor. 

To the casual observer the whole busi- 
ness will appear to be considerably mixed, 
but this is a mistake. Whether the laws 
are good or bad, they must be enforced 
while they remain on the statute book. If 
they are bad laws, however, it goes without 
saying that they should be reformed at the 
earliest possible moment, If our convict 
system leads to such revolutions as we have 
recently seen in Tennessee, we must go in 
for a wholesale reform. It would be better 
to have fewer offenses, fewer con- 
victions and fewer criminals than 
to have a system under which these local 
revolutions are possible. Here is a problem 
for our lawmakers to grapple with, 


The Night School. 
It appears that within the last few weeks 
a disposition to do away with the night 
school has manifested itself, and before the 
first year of the experiment is over there 
are some who are ready to condemnit. The 


matter is a serious one and we trust that an 


effort so full of promise will not be given up 
until it has been at least fairly tried. 

The attendance is less per teacher than 
that of the otherschools, but it is the testi- 
mony of teachers of the night classes that 
their regular pupils learn faster than those 
in the day school. This is a fact worthy of 
the most serious consideration. When merit 
like this is found it should be garnered like 
wheat. 

The situation is complicated by the fact 
that the city is badly in need of more gram- 
mar schools, and some think ‘it would be 
better to take the $650 a month expended 
on the night classes and establish a graded 
school that will accommodate three or four 
hundred children. The city is not reduced 
to the necessity of choosing between the 
two. The night school began witha boom 
that was almost too much for it. Expecta- 
tions were raised beyond reasonable limits, 
and now that the attendance is reduced to 
what itisin other cities, the matter has 
caused unfavorable comment and boys who 
are working desperately hard to makea 
living are blamed for not going to school 
every night. Let us look into this a little. 
The attendance has throughout the session 
averaged 140 boys anight. It is only dur- 
ing the exposition and the two weeks pre- 
ceding it that a small attendance has been 
noticed. Some of the boys are making the 
best of this windfall in orderto buy winter 
clothes. One brave fellow who earns $4.50 
a week pays $3 of that for board, $1 as an 
installment on a doctor’s bill and out of the 
other 50 cents he buys his books. God only 
knows how he would have got clothing but 
for the good luck of an exposition. In this 
fix he engaged himself to serve as a super in 
King Solomon, and by that means earns 35 
cents a night. Ovhers have popcorn stands 
and like small enterprises. The brave fel- 
lows are doing the best they can to hedge 
against ill fortune, and it is because of these 
plucky little enterprises that they have been 
absent for a short time from the night 
school. Is this to be the reason for with- 
drawing from them the priceless privilege of 
an education stolen from the hours of re- 
pose ? 

The maintenance of night schools is rightly 
said to be a practical question which cannot 
be founded on sentiment alone; but it should 
be added that the sentiment which brought 
about night schools has found a way to main- 
tain them. This is true in other cities where 
the experiment has been faithfully tried, and 
it ought to be true in Atlanta. It is the gen- 
eral experience of cities which have tried the 
experiment that night schools cost more per 
capita of attendance, but the effort is so 
much more earnest and appreciative that a 
great deal of good is accomplisbed in a short 
time. Pupils come and go and others take 
their places sooner than in the graded schools 
of the well todo. ‘Thus, in the course of 
years, large numbers are benefited, and, in 
the long run, the cost per pupil is, perhaps, 
no greater than in other schools. 

The experience of this school so far has 
shown that by some rearrangement the ex- 
pense may be reduced and the attendance 
increased atthe same time. There was one 
little fellow last night who had walked four 
iniles to school. He was utterly worn out 
and his head dropped upon the desk. The 
four-miles walk is too much for a boy of 
fourteen after a day’s work and tired nature 
drooped. Theré\were others who had walked 
two miles who were working away on arith- 
metical problems as hard as if they had come 
fresh from breakfast. 

There isa way to get closer to the boys 
and get more of them with a possible reduc- 
tion of expense. It is to be hoped that the 
experiment will be continued until it has at 
least had a fairtrial. —

THE ELECTION GUESSERS. 


Something About The Constitution’s Gnuess- 
ing Contest on Tuesday’s Elections. 

On yesterday morning THe CoNnsTiIruTION 
opened the hamper-basket full of election bal- 
lots containing the guesses on the result of 
Tuesday’s vote in New York and Ohio, and 
put them in the hands of a force of clerks to 
classify. 

The first vote picked up.came from New 
York, the second from Kentucky, and before 
the work had gone far the roll held the names 
of a large part of the states in the union. 

They came individually and by families, 
written in inks with shades as varied as the 
colors of Joseph’s coat, some in the brisk, firm 
hand of the man of business, some with the 
limping gait of the schoolboy’s pen, while 
every now and then was seen the angular hand 
of the boarding-school graduate. 

The guessing at the majorities ranged from 
one to one hundred thousand. Some guessed 
in round numbers, not getting out of the 
thousands, while the greater part, in their ef- 
fort to be different from anybody else, guessed 
very particularly. The rage for odd numbers 
was very wanifest, and the figures nine and 
three were everywhere, by virtue of their 
supposed luck. 

The race for first place in the ballots be- 
tween McKinley and Campbell was about 
even. In New York Flower led easily, show- 
ing that the conidence in his election was 
wide spread. Many gave Flower a large ma- 
jority, but guessed McKinley in Ohio, while 
others wrote their ballots exactly opposite, and 
every now and then some enthusiastic and 
jubilant democrat would recklessly place his 
unbounded hopes on paper, and carry both 
states by majorities which would have been 
veritable landslides if his judgment had only 
been well grounded. 

Some guessed on one state, but would not 
risk their reputation as guessers by trying 
both. A few, whose ballots will be thrown 
out, guessed four times on their ballots; 
being more eager to come out right 
anyhow than they were to. carefully 
conform to the rules of the contest. But every- 
body seems to have guessed some way, and 
doubtless everybody is planning how the 
money is to be spent. Doubtiessa large part 
of Georgia has already been bought (in the 
mind’s eye) with the money which Tur Con-

The Theory of Picking Cotton by Machin- 
ery Demonstrated at the Exposition. 


The Wallis-Lispenard cotton picker was on 
exhibition in a cotton field near the exposition 
grounds yesterday. Although operating under 
ditticulties it was in the main measurably sat- 
isfactory to the large crowd that was present. 
The principle on which it works was generally 
admitted to be the correct one, and, with im- 
provements that the inventor proposes to add, 
it will become invaluable to the southern 
planter. 

There were several officers of agricultural 
associations present, and many prominent 
planters, who seemed to concurin this opinion. 

The gentlemen in charge do notclaima 
perfect inachine or onethatis ready for the 
market, The object of their exhibit was simply 
to demonstrate that their system of picking 
cotton by machinery is practicable. The 
cotton on which the test was made was entirely 
too ripe for a fair demonstration. 
The inventor, howeyer, thinks he is able 
to overcome even this disfticulty. Other ex- 
periments will be made and those who are 
luterested should turn out and witness them.

The Slayer of Marshal Phillips, of Dallas 
Before the Bar. 


Daxuas, Ga., November 4.—{ Special. |—Ben 
F. Matthews, who shot and killed the city 
marshal of this place, L. M. Phillips, on July 
13th, is now on trial for his life. 

The trial began Monday and will close to- 
day. 

The witnesses have all been examined, and 
the evidence is very strong against Matthews. 

The wurder occurred in the townof Dallas, 
and was caused by Marsha! Phillips making a 
case against Matthews for fighting a negro.

HOW SHALL THE ELECTION BE HELDP 


Chairman Cabaniss Gives His Views—In- 
teresting Features of the Approach- 
ing Contest. 


The city executive committee will meet 
next Monday night. 

A big mass meeting will be arranged. 

And then the municipal campaign of 1891 
will be on in dead earnest, 

For more than a month the ward politicians 
have been moving around, trying to shape the 
coming campaign, but the more conservative 
element of Atlanta’s representative people 
declined to take any hand in the work. 

And for that reason it has been a mighty 
hard up-hill pull for the campaigners. 

But now that the Piedmont exposition is 
over, or will be Saturday, Atlantians are ready 
to grapple with the political problem and solve 
it for the best interest of the city. 

A few days ago a large number of At- 
lanta’s most devoted citizens came to 
gether to discuss the coming campaign, 
and the discussion was an informal one. 
Members of the executive committee, among 
whom was Mr. H. H. Cabaniss, chairman, 
were present and took a deep interest in the 
discussion. The general opinion was for a 
mass meeting of the people to produce a 
ticket. 

But the universal opinion was that Atlanta’s 
executive committee was composed of gentle- 
men who had been tried and found faithful 
to the city. 

So those present decided to leave the whole 
matter entirely in the bands of the executive 
committee. Thecommittee has not yet hada 
meeting, but the members have had a circu- 
lating conference and consensus of opinion 
among them is that a mass meeting 
should be called. As chairman of the com- 
mittee, Mr. Cabaniss will call that meeting 
today or tomorrow. The official] call has not 
been made, but Mr. Cabaniss talks freely 
about the situation and forecasts his attitude 
when the committee comes together. His re- 
marks are based, too, upon information he has 
acquired in conversation with his colleagues. 

“From conversations I: have had,’ said 
he, ‘“‘with members of the executive 
committee and others I am __§é satisfied 
that their sentiment is opposed to the primary 
election. Thetwo principal objections are: 
It will bring about that which a large majority 
of the people of Atlanta do not want to see jn 
the near future—that is a contest between 
those who favorand those who oppose prohi- 
bition. That is to say that in a primary 
election a Jarge number of citizens would vote 
the ticket already in the fie}dand known as 
the anti-barroom ticket. Those who are 
opposedffto this idea would put a ticket in the 
field, not known as the barroom or wet ticket, 
but necessarily made up largely of 
those who have heretofore been known 
as anti-prohibitionists. Then Atlanta would 
witness what would practically be a contest 
between the prohibitionists and the anti-pro- 
hibitionists. Another objection to the primary 
election is that if it were held, and the people 
generally abided the result, there would be 
no opposition to the ticket in the general 
election; consequently, there would be noth- 
ing to bring out a full vote, and the water 
bonds might be defeated for want of this full 
vote. You know how difficult it is to get peo- 
ple to go to the polls and vote when there is 
no contest. 


“T am, however, only one member of the’ 


executive committee, and I cannot speak 
authoritatively for the executive committtee, 
I have only given my opinion that some kind 
of mass meeting, perhaps sevveral meetings, 
will be held. The committee will be called 
to meet next Monday night. I believe the 
outcome of the meeting will be a citizens’ 
ticket. It Is to be hoped that those who 
have already put out a ticket will 
withdraw it and let all come 
together as the people of Atlanta used to come 
together, and nominate and elect men to the 
general council who will be pledged to no fac- 
tion, no clique, no ring, but who will have only 
the good of Atlanta at heart. These are my 
honest views, and I have made no pronnises to 
any manorséetofmen. I have no personal 
interests to promote, no axes to grind, no 
friends to push forward. I am wholly disinter- 
ested, but unalterably committed to Atlanta’s 
good,’”’ 

~ Thecall will probably be made officially to- 
day.

That Is the Question Which Agitates the 
Atlanta Gaslight Company. 


IS IT EXEMPT FROM TAXATION? 


City Marshal Loyd Thinks the Company 
Must Pay Taxes—A Sale That 
Did Not Occur. 


A part of the property of the Atlanta Gas- 
light Company, was advertised to be sold yes- 
terday for taxes. 

But the sale did not take place. 

Mr. J. W. Loyd, the city marshal, had issued 
an execution against some of the company’s 
property, and, but for the opportune interpo- 
sition of Judge Clarke, it would have been 
knocked down under the auctioneer’s hammer. 

The reason whythe gas company was in 
arrears in the matter of taxes was not because 
of inability to pay, but because the company’s 
officers objected to paying them. And the 
reason why this objection was made is the 
company holds that, according to the terms of 
its original charter, it is clearly exempt from 
taxation. 

Messrs. Jackson & Jackson, attorneys for 
the gaslight company, will test this question 
in the courts. The matter will be heard by 
Judge Marshall J. Clarke in chambers next 


Saturday morning. 

The issue sought to be settled is not a new 
one. It has forced itself to the public notice 
several times before, but has never yet been 
definitely settled. 

Atlanta was for the first time lighted by gas 
Christmas night in 1855. 

The Atlanta Gaslight Company had got 
its charter some months before. It was char- 
tered the 5th day of April, 1855. The original 
eontract betwen Mr. Willian Helm, of Phila- 
de] phia, on the one part and the city of Atlanta 
on the other part, is a@ most interesting docu- 
ment. Yesterday it was shown by Major J. 
H. Mecaslin to a reporter of THE CONSTITU- 
TION. 

The company agreed toerect certain build- 
ingsand equip them in the most approved 
style. The city covenanted to subscribe in 
stock $20,000. The company was to furnish 
gas toconsumers at a charge not exceeding 
fifty cents per 100 feet, or $5 per 1,000 feet, 
and to supply the city at the same rate. 

This item inthe contract was regarded as 
the most important of all: siiges 

“The mayor and council of the city of 
Atlanta do hereby covenant and agree to sub- 
scribe $20,000 to the the gasworks by issuing 
bonds. The company to have the exclusive 
privilege of lighting the city for fifty years 
and to be exempt from taxation.” 

This instrument bears the signature of Alli- 
son Nelson, mayorof Atlanta, and of A, W. 
Jones, notary public, and William Helm. 

This charter was confirmed by the legisla- 
ture in 1856, and it still exists essentially as it 
was originally drawn. 

The Atlanta Gaslight Company has passed 
through various vicissitudes of fortune, but 
has always retained its original name. 

For many years it enjoyed an undisturbed 
monopoly, but now it has formidable rivals in

another gaslight company and several elec- 
tric companies. The plant of the company at 
one time was valued at less than $25,000, now 
it is worth easily half a million doliars. 

Mr. Thomas G. Healey is the present head 
of the company and Major J. H. Mecaslin is 
secretary. 

Judge Clarke will hear the case on its mer- 
its next Saturday, and his decision wil) virtu- 
ally settle the question whether or not the 
company can be forced to pay taxes to the 


city. Should Judge Clarke’s decision be ad- 
verse to the company, the case will be carried 
up to the supreme court.

A New Machine for ‘That Pur- 


pose. 


An Exbibition and the Success Attending 
It~A Description of the 
Picker. 


What promises to be one of the greatest 
inventions of the age is the cotton picker 
now in practical operation in the fields near 
Atlanta. Ever since there has been cotton 
grown it has been picked from the bolls by 
hand, no machine ever having been devised 
that could perform this delicate operation 
successfully. 

Now and then, at different places through- 
out the United States, one would hear of a 
machine that could do the work, yet upon 
a thorough examination it was found to be 
defective in some parts, and the dreams and 
hopes of the cotton growers of this country 
were not realized. These pioneers in the 
plans for devising a cotton-picking machine 
have been useful, they having been the 
sign posts that have led others to more 
complete success, and thus have, in part, 
accomplishéd what has been set before the 
public today in a@ cotton-picking machine. 

A few weeks ago THE ConsTITUTION had 
quite a long interview with Mr. Van 
Winkle, of this city, relative to a cotton- 
picking machine in which he was inter- 
ested. That interview attracted considera- 
ble attention, not only throughout the 
southern states, where cotton is grown, but 
throughout the United States, because when 
a machine is devised that will successfully 
pick the cotton from the bolls it will create 
a revolution, not only in the cotton-picking 
business, but in many indistries in this 
country. 

Yesterday a ConsTITuTION representative, 
in company with Mr. Isaac Blum, president 
of the Southern Harvester Company; Mr. 
Leo Frank, of H. B. Claflin & Co, New 
York, and Mr. Henry Sampson, of Galves- 
ton, examined and saw the practical work- 
ings of the machine referred to by Mr. Van 
Winkle, in a rough field of Cotton near 
this city. 

To a person who has never seen a cotton 
picker there is much wonder as to how 
the “thing” will look. The difficulty of 
inventing such a machine has been so 
great that it is hard to conceive what a 
machine that will successfully pick cotton 
from the bolls, leaving the green pods and 
leaves untouched, would look like. 

On arriving at the farm of Mr. Williams, 
about five miles from the city, the horses 
were hitched to the machine and it was 
set to work. The picker consists of a car- 
riage of four wheels, upon which there is 
a framework about tive feet high. 
two sides of the framework parallel with 
the rows of cotten are composed of meshed 
wire, so as to keep the cotton after if has 
been picked from failing on the ground. 
The bottom of the framework is covered 
with a revolving disk, through the middle 
of which the stalks of cotton pass as the 
machine advances. The framework is 
about eight feet long, and on its sides are 
attached small rods with revolving wire 
brushes, which agitate the cotton in the 
bolis, thus picking it and throwing it to 
the left and mght of the revolving disk on 
an elevator. This elevator carries the cot- 
ton direct into sacks attached to the end 
of the machine. 

It is a very difficult matter to describe a 
cotton picker, unless you had some idea of 
what, it would look like, and as has al- 
ready been stated, that is hard to ounceive, 
inasmuch a8 so many things are to be 
taken into consideration in making it. 

The machine weighs about one thousand 
pounds, and is easily drawn by two mules. 
It picks cotton from two inches above the 
ground to six feet, and, in fact, machines 
can be prepared to pick cotton no matter 
how tail it may grow. In the private ex- 
hibition given yesteflay by Mr. Blum, some 
of the cotton picked fell upon the ground, 
but this defect can be very easily overcome 
by baving about two feet more of disk 
room and a smail wire screen in the rear. 

Mr. Diamond, a master mechanic from 
Bridgeport, Conn., built the machine, and 
was in charge of its operations yesterday, 
He‘says there are a few little defects yet 
in the picker, but they will all be over- 
come by next season, and the machines wil] 
be ready for sale. He has been in the cot- 
ton fields now for several months building 
this machine, rearranging its parte and pei- 
fecting it in every way. He says: 

“The fact that it drops a little of the 
cotton op the ground is of no consequence, 
as that can be easily remedied. It don’t 
require a mechanic or inventor to show you 
that the defect can be overcome. Simply 
put a wire screon in the rear and extend 
the horizontal disk. I have been operating 
this machine tor some time, learning all of 
its defects, and am safe in saying that in 
any good cotton at the right age for pick- 
ing the picker will save from 90 to 95 per 
cent in going over a row one time. In the 
exhibition today we have picked and saved 
from 60 to 75 per cent of the cotton in 
going over a row one time, and after a few 
improvements that [ shall make, it will be 
practically a perfect picker. I have had 
charge of the construction of the machine, 
and each test given it has been more sat 
isfactory. Every change made in it bas 
been a success.” 

Mr. Diamond considers the machine a per- 
fect success, and claims that he can over- 
come ali defects of whatever characier, Ho 
is not interested in the picker a: all, and 
his opinion is worth a great deal. 

Mr. Williams, upon whose farm the cot- 
ton picking exhibition was given, says: 

“I am convinced that the machine ig a 
success. I see the work it does, and if my 
cotton was in a condition to be picked it 
would save from 80 to 90 per cent of it, 
and after a few defects are remedied it wil] 
do its work as well as any machine 
could do.”’ 

The fact that the machine passes over the 
row of cotton, picking out the white, tleecy 
staple and leaving its leaves and green 
bolls, is @ wonder, and can scarcely be real- 
ized by those who have not seen it actually 
perform the operation. The little fine, wire 
brushes—tentacula-like—pull away from the 
pod the cotton and deposits it with so much , 
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The Southern Harvester Company, which 
owns this cotton picker, is located in New 
York, and is capitalized at $1,250,000. The 
stock is now selling three for one, and 
when the machine is successfully placed on 
the market, perhaps it will be worth 100 
for one. It is learned that there is very 
little stock offered at any price. This shows 
how valuable the machiue is, and what the 
stockholders think of it in its final re- 
sults, 

It- must be of incalculable value to the 
cotton growers of the south, and will event- 
ually revolutionize the cotton-picking busi- 
ness when the chauges are made referred 
to by Mr. Diamond, the mechanic. The 
people are watching and patiently waiting 
for the machine, and it is hoped that by 
next year hundreds of them will be built 
and in successful operation throughout the 
south. Those who understand it best and 
who know the nature of cotton say that 
there is no doubt about the work it 
will do. *

In Company with Sheriff Morrow the Con- 
demned Man Goes to See His Fam- 
ily, at 4 Basel Street. 


Elisha A. Underwood, confined in Fulton 
county jail on sentence of death, was upon the 
streets of Atlanta yesterday morning. 

It was the first time since the early spring, 
when his trial occurred. 

A few days, the interval until the supreme 
court acts regarding the granting of a new 
trial, will decide whether or not it will have 
been the last. 

Few, if any people, suspected the identity of 
the robust man in company with Sheriff 
Morrow, as the two passed through Atlanta’s 
principal thoroughfares. 

Several days ago Eddie Underwood, his 
nineteen-year-old son, was seized with typhoid 
pneumonia. His illness assumed such an 
alarming shape that Sunday he was regarded 
as dying. The attending physicians were 
powerless ani the case was considered beyond 
all hope. 

It was natural for the family, the mother 
and seven children, and Eddie himself, to 
long for their father. Underwood knew 
nothing of his beloved boy's critical and 
alarining condition. The relatives and friends 
wished to inform him, and use every legiti- 
mate means to have him visit his home and 
gaze upon the face of hisdying child for the 
last time. 

It would, perhaps, be his final visit, 
too, and immediate efforts were made 
to have his desire carried into oexe- 
cution. All day Sunday a search was 
made for Sheriff Morrow or one of his depu- 
ties. But it was discovered that these officials 
could do nothing without an order from the 
judge of the supreme court, 

Impatiently Underwood’s friends awaited 
Monday. In the morning and in the afternoon 
they worked with tireless energy, making 
every endeavor to secure permission for the 
condemned man to see his sick boy. 

It was without avail, and Tuesday they re- 
sumed their labor. Their work had its reward, 
and joyfully they received an order from 
Judge Clark for Underwood to go, accom- 
panied by Sheriff Morrow. 

Yesterday morning at 9 o’clock the sheriff 
called at the jail. Underwood had been un- 
easy, anxious about his boy’s condition. When 
he was told to prepare himself to visit his 
home, it was with the intensest pleasure, with 
a delight that was really pathetic. 

The two left the jail together, to all ap- 
pearances happy friends on their rounds. Un- 
derwood was not handcuffed; he could have 
easilyrunaway. Along the principal streets of 
Atlanta they went. Only a few persons rec- 
ognized the man with Sheriff Morrow. His 
fine physique looked to excellent advantage; 
his splendid personal appearance attracted 
attention; his quick, anxious step was 
noticeable. 

On his way Underwood was unusually impa- 
tient. He had never before been in his family’s 
present house, and every corner fhat was 
turned made him look the more inquiringly at 
the sheriff and advance the more longingly.

END OF A LONG AND USEFUL LIFE. 


Apoplexy the Cause of His Death—Sketch 
of His Life—Arrangements for 
the Funeral. 


Dr. James L. Rodgers, one of the most dis- 
tinguished ministers in the Presbyterian 
church, south, died yesterday morning at 4 
o'clock at his home on Georgia avenue. 

His death was neither sudden nor unex- 
pected, yet it shocked the community as soon 
asit became known. 

The 2d of last September Dr. Rodgers made 
a visit to the Agnes Scott institute and walked 
about the grounds and building several hours. 


_When he returned home he was overheated. 


He ate a rathemhearty supper and soon there- 
after was stricken down by a stroke of spo- 
plexy. At first it was thought he could not 
possibly survive the attack, but in 
a few days he rallied and = gained 
strength steadily. For the three first days 
after he was stricken down, Dr. Rodgers lay 
ina comatose state, but the fourth day he 
recovered consciousness and regained his 
power of speech. 

For weeks Dr. Rodgers held his own, and 
his family and friends were animated with 
the hope that he would triumph over his 
sickness. 

Dr. Kendrick, his physician, however, never 
expected him to recover, knowing weil the 
fatal issue of apoplexy in nine cases out often. 

A faw daysago Dr. Rodgers began sinking 
slowly and surely, and it was easy to forecast 
his early death. 

W hen death came he was surrounded by his 
fayiily and a few dear friends. 

A Sketch of His Life. 

Dr. Rodgers was born in asmall Pennsylvania 
town in 1823. His father was a native of that 
state, but his mother was a Virginian. Whena 
mere lad he developed a fondness for the study 
of the Bible and evinced a marked predilec- 
tion for religious pursuits. Early in life he 
decided that he would become a_ preacher, 
and his parents encouraged the idea. 

He matriculated in the Jefferson college of 
Pennsyivania whena very young man, and 
pursugd a very full course of instruction with 
great succuss. Soon after he had attained his 
majority he was graduated from this institu- 
tiur., and atonce removed to Georgia to serve 
ay,a tutor inthe family of Dr. Charles C, 
dones, bringing with him letters of recom- 
mendation from the distinguished scholar, Dr. 
Robert Breckenridge, president of the college. 

For six years he reinained in the family of 
Dr. Jones, and prepared o-col.ege the Hon. 
Charies C. Jones, row so widely known asa 
historian. 

Dr. Rodgers entered the theological seminary 
at Coluuibia, S. C., and remained there four 
years He took a full course and then a post- 
graduate course. He was licensed as a imin- 
ister of the gospel in 1857. His first pastoral 
labors were in connection with the churches 
in Barke and Richmond counties, in Georgia. 
Later he preached statedly at the Presbyterian 
caurch in Beach Island. Here ke met Miss 
Emily Gray, daugiter of a prominent citizen 
of Aiken county, South Carolina, and she was 
Jater married to him. 

In 1860 he came to Atlanta and was chosen 
the pastor of the First Presbyterian church. 
For several vears he tilled the pulpit of this 
church, and then removed to Alabama. 

In the synods and general assembly of the 
Presbyterian church, south, Dr. Rodgers ex- 
erted a marked influence. He was esteemed 
as one of the mostastute parliamentarians in 
the church. He did valuable work on several 
lmportant committees, 

AS a preacher Dr. Rodgers was magnetic 
and eloquent and logical. His style was 
scholariy and his reasoning close. He wasa 
profound exponent ot Calvinism of the supra- 
Capsariau order. 

Asa writer on educational and theological 
subjects Dr, Rodgers was singularly able. 
Some of his disquisitions of the doctrines of his 
church are esteemed as masterly productions. 
He has written several strong papers on foreign 
and hom@ missions, which were published in 
the leacdug reviews and church magazines. 

Recently Dr. Rodgers has been connected 
with ‘he Agnes Scott institute at Decatur. He 
was professor of natural and moral philosophy. 

Dr. Rodgers leaves a wife, but no children. 

The funeral services wiil occur this morning 
at 11 o’clock at the Central Presbyterian 
church. 

‘fhe burial will take place at Marietta.

A Curious Contest Over a 


; Property. 
Yesterday morning the case of Guinn vs. 
ell, the facts connected with which 
were told briefly in yesterday’s ConsriTuTION, 
ended in a victory for the plaintiff.

The question at issue was the validity of 
one of two deeds which had been given for one 
tract of land. If one was genuine, the other 
must be bogus. 

The tract of land involved in the transac- 
tion is situated at the corner of Mary and 
Elizabeth streets and was formerly owned by 
Mrs. Evelyn Williams. 

In 1885, the 23d of December, a deed to the 
land was made in favor of G. W. Pressnel). 
Although the name of Mrs. Williams is at- 
tached to the instrument,she has repudiated it. 
Pressnell traded with Mrs. Williams and 
got the money, so the testimonv adduced says, 

The deeds were put in evidence. Her ex- 
amination disclosed the fact that the signature 
of Mrs. Williams was the same in both in- 
struments. The second deed was made by 
Mrs, Williams to L. M. Guinn, in Augnst, 
1886, It was contended that this deed was 
valid and the other spurious. On the ground 
that the first deed was tainted with fraud, an 
attempt was made to have it set aside, 

The plaintiff was represented by Mr. Rob- 
ert J. Jordan, and Mr. McWhorter appeared 
for the defendant. 

It was asserted by Mr. Jordan that the 
course of Mr. McWhorter had been 
rather _ irregular, and the evidence 
disclosed the fact that Lawyer McWhorter 
and his client had approached Mrs. Williams 
and had sought to intimidate ber. It was said 
that they had gone so far as to make threats 
against her husband. Mr. Jordan adverted to 
these statements and commented severeiy 
upon them, and indulged in strong language 
denunciatory of the other attorney’s methods" 
_ The result of this suit is that the first deed 
ig nullitied and the second deed holds good.

AGAINST RECKLESS DRIVING. 


Chief Cononlly Issues Orders That Must Be 
Obeyed. 

Chief of Police Connolly has determined to 
break up reckless and dangerous driving on 
the streets. 

For the past few months complaints have 
been continually coming to the police protest- 
ing against the dangerous speed and reckless- 
ness with which cab and dray drivers pass the 
street crossings and drive along crowded thor- 
oughfares. Several children have been run 
over and seriously injured, and _ four 
ocr five ladies have been struck by 
the passing vehicles and slightly and badly 
frightened. Even men have been struck and 
Kuocked down, while the drivers passed as if 
nothing had happened. In fact, some of the 
drivers seem to take a special delight in run- 
ning against people, to frighten them, never 
calculating the great dahger that the operation 
carries with it, 

A favorite trick is, when passing corners or 
crossiugs where crowds are necessarily gath- 
ered, to turn their heads off and speak to 
somebody, while applying the whip to their 
team, and go thundering through the crowd 
like a cyclone. Some of the drivers are so im- 
pudent that to say anything to them is to be- 
come involved in a street quarrel, and proba- 
bly a@ persona! encounter. This conduct on 
the part of the drivers of public vehic.es has 
been borne in silence by the citizens until pa- 
tience has ceased to bea virtue, and Chief 
Connoily bas been advised of the matter and 
requested to take steps to prevent it. 

At the first complaints the chief issued in- 
structions to the police force to arrest all parties 
found driving over street crossings or around 
corners faster than an ordinary walk. A 
case will be made against every driver vio- 
lating this rule, and they wil! be fined the full 
limit. Chief Connolly's instructions are being 
read and reread and impressed upon every 
member of the police force, and if more care 
is not exercised reckless drivers will have some 
heavy tines to pay. Chief Connolly will 
thank any citizen who will take the number 
of the cabs or drays of drivers violating the 
law in this particular and report it to him.

analysis of his fertilizer from the state chemist, 
and to ask the weekly press to aid all who wish to 
avail themselves of the privilege conferred by the 
act, by publishing tbat unless the law 
is complied  gwith, and samples are 
taken In t presence of purchaser 
and seller and kept in charge by the ordinary, an 
analysis by the state chemist would be ab oiutely 
worthless. Ordinaries should keep a record of 
the names of the seller and purchaser, the name 
ot the brand, the guaranteed analysix, and the 
Samples should be mnpnmbered as_ taken, 
and a corresponding number should be 
put on the bottles. When the sample 
is sent to the chemist, everything should be 
scraped off the bottle but the number; or the 
sample should be placed in another bottle and 
numbered to correspond with the record book ‘o 
prevent samples getting mixed. Write the name 
of the county on the package when shipped that 
tbe chemist may know to what 
county the package belongs, as a 
sometimes impossible to identify samples which 
are sent tothe departinent when tbe sender fails 
to write on the package where it comes from,

There Is $85,000 in the Treasury to Be 
Divided Out. 


IT GOES TO SIXTY THOUSAND PEOPLE. 


The Direct Tax Money Refunded by the 
United States Government Ready 
to Be Refunded. 


—_ 


The direct tax money will soon be paid to 
those to whom it belongs. 

There is something over $85,000 of this 
money which the government recently 
refunded to the state. The state is to 
refund it to those who paid it. 

This direct tax money was a tax on land 
levied by the government to defray the ©x- 
penses of the late war. The northern 
states paid up their assessments, but the agents 
of the government failed to get all from the 
southern states. Only asmall portion of the 
assessment upon any of the southern states 
wasever collected. But five counties in 
Georgia paid any taxes. They were Chatham, 
Richmond, Clarke, Burke and Bibb, Alto 
gether they paid about $85,000, and now they 
are to have this returned. 

Assome states paid the total assessments 
and others very little, the last congress decided 
to return to each state just what it paid. 

Mr. Watteriman, who was senton to Wash- 
ington by the governor to make alist of the 
names of —_ persons who paid the tax in 
Georgia and the amount each paid, has com- 
pleted his work. He has turned into the 
governor’s office about sixty thousand names 
with the amount due each. Some names ap- 

_pear more than once where a person owned 
different plantations or other real estate and 
therefore paid taxes separately on his different 
holdings. Some paid considerable sums, while 
others paid practically nothing. The man 
who getsthe smallest refund will be presented 
With 2 cents. 

Mr. Watterman’s report is now in the execu- 
tive department vault where it will remain 
until the governor's return, when he will have 
to arrange for the immediate payment of the 
money to those who paid it or their heirs. 

The legislature passed a joint resolution in- 
structing the governor to advertise the names 
of those to whom the funds are due in papers 
of the counties in which the tax was originally 
paid. This would bea notice to the heirs of 
those who puid the tax. 

Those who paid this tax will be able to get 
their money now ina very short while. The 

10ney is here and the names of those to whom 
it belongs are here. Those whose names ap- 
pearin tbe list simply have to prove their 
identity, or the heirs of deceased persons 
whose names are on the list simply have to 
prove they are heirs.

Follow- 
ing the appeals, several formal petitions exten- 
sively signed were sent to Mr. Shropshire, 
asking him not to resign. 

In deference to the pleasure of these peti- 
tioners, Mr. Shropshire will today forward to 
Mayor Hemphill a letter withdrawing his 


resignation.

Sr.; F. M. Coker, Jr.; W. J. Garrett, F. E.

ATLANTA. Ga., October SO, 1891.—Hon. A. J. 
Shropshire, City. bear Sir: From the daily pa- 
pers we learn that you have placed in the hands 
of his honor, the mayor, a Ictter resigning your 
office of aldc rman from the south side. 

Reeognizing the force of your arraments in 
favor of suc ha step, and fully aware of the sacri- 
fice of material and business interests required of 
vou in properly discharging the duties of alder- 
man, and that some patriotic cit.zen mnust st bin it 
to sacrifices, and because of your untiring and 
beneficial work in the interests of the olay; we 
respectfully urge upen you to withdraw your 
letter uf resignation und to compiete tye term for 
which you were elected.

The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, November 4.—The stock market on the 
whole today was dull and irreguiar, but strength pre- 
dominated in early dealings aud weakness in final 
tradings, with a period of almost utter stagnation be- 
tween. There was good buying from London tails 
morning, but support from domestic operations was 
slight, results of elections being regarded as not having 
ay particular consequences to the fnances of the 
country. The activity of the day was confined almost 
entirely to St. Pauli, Atchison and Chicago Gas, 
Strength in St. Paul stocks was most pronounced in 
the forenoon, after the issueof October earnings, 
which for the fourth week were the largest of aay 
week in the history of the company. The upward 
movement was also checked toward noon by the re- 
ports of a run on a five-cent savings bank in Boston, 
but before the close of business no more importance 
was attached to it, and the bank kept its doors open 
after the usual hour to meet the demands of depos- 
itors. Late in the day, however, there were lagre 
withdrawals of mouey by Boston institutions and the 
rate jor money on call wasrun up to 15 per cent, 
The money rates caused the selling of considerable 
short stoex in the general list, and prices yielded ma- 
terially all along the line, though the eect was gen- 
erally to wipe out early advances only. Kock Island 
ehows 2 loss of 1!., per cent; Texas Pacific is down 1°, 
per cent, and Chicago Gesis up 1 per cent. The close 
was dulland heave at concessions.

NEW YORK, November 4.--The outcome of the 
elections has a favorable effect on speculation inas 
much as through the election of McKinley in Ohio it 
proved that the silver question is dead for some time 
tocome. The raising of the dividend rate on Penn- 
sylvania railroad stock bas had a splendid effect on 
the other side and the foreigners were big buyers of 
stocks. They bougut about ten thousand shares of 
St. Paul and about a like amount of other stocks. ‘The 
earnings of the St. Paul for the fourth week in Octo- 
ber showing an increase of over $250,000 put the stock 
up to 76, but itis the same story over agaip—that at 
the advance, pools are only too anxious to part 
with all they can get rid of. lt is really surprising to 
see that with this tremendous gain and wonderful 
showing by St. Paul there was no more outside busi- 
ness. Theonly buyers in today’s market were the 
Europeans, andifit were not for them the market 
would have closed materially lower than it does. 
There were disquieting rumors all day about further 
troubles in Boston. These rumors were ‘without 
foundation, but when an institution that has $8,000,000 
deposits goes under it is not surprising that the more 
nervous kind get on the anxious seat. A great Geal of 
money has been shipped to Boston and it was re- 
fiected in the money rate asitlorned as high as 15 
per cent and closed near that figure. This rise in 
money is somewhat due to manipulations, but it is 
also to be somewhat accounted for by the lores of con- 
fidence. ‘Texas Pacific was the weak point in the 
market. No plausible reason was given, but a selling 
order of less than one thousand shares knoc«ed the 
price down 10 percent. Chicago Gas was the strong 
teature and the only siock on the list that closed bet- 
ter than Monday. 

The market looks to us as if it were going lower and 
we think that hoiders of stock will do well to hold of 
for the present. If London @es not give any encour- 
agement tomorrow, and we hardly think it will, we 
look for a more active and declining market. 

Any alarming news from booking circles in the New 
Engiand states will bring about a rapid decline. On 
weak spots the market looks as ifit were all going to 
pieces. We advise our friends to gct aboard again.

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THE NIGHT SCHOOL. 


: Who the Pupils Are--What They Are 


Doing. 


A “SUPE” IN THE KING SOLOMON SHOW. 


Talks with Prof. Wilson and Miss Johnson, 
Experience in Other Cities. 
Changes Suggested. 


The night school has been much talked 
about of late, and some have advocated its 


discontinuance. 

If they knew what the teachers do they 
would not talkthat way. Miss Mary Johnson, 
one of the lady teachers, said the other day: 

“The only thing I can think of which would 
gt all express my sorrow at the discontinuance 
of the school, would be to say that I 
had __— buried every member of my 
family. When I sve the boys 
tr¢ing so hard to get an education, it seems to 
me that I must teach them; andif the school 
should be discontinued and I should go to 
work again in some of the day schools, I would 
feelthat I must teach my brave boys somehow, 
if I have to teach aciass at nigh® by myself. 

“You know we started out by limiting the 
age to eighteen, but we soon had to raise 
that. I have in my room a young man of 
twenty-one, @ handsome, intelligent fellow, 
put deplorably behind hand in education. In 
spite of this he is intelligent and learns rap- 
idly. Is he earnest? Why you should have 
seen him the other night. He always comes 
before school opens. Once I noticed that as 
he iistened to a bright tifteen-year-oid boy, 
who had outstripped him, his eyes tilled with 
tears. 

“Itis touching to see the interest they take 
in each other. The one I have mentioned was 
broveat in by another boy, who is himseif 
home ess. LT asked that boy if he was board- 
ing oriiving athome. ‘At home,’ said he, ‘I 
have no home. My father is dead and my 
mother is u the asylum.’ 

Both these homeless boys are supporting 
themse ves by hard work. Oneof them gets 
@150a week. He pays $3 of this for board, 
&1 10 a doctor, and out of the 50 cents he buys 
books. Il have no idea how he gets his clothes. 
Otiers of the boys are in circumstances very 
much like these, and others help support their 
parents. 

“The attendance has averaged more than 
one hundred and sixty unti] the exposition. 
Some of the boys are taking advantage of that 
to make a little money for the winter. One 
of those I mentioned acisin King Solomon at 
35 cents a night. He gets his wav paid gets 
his admission free, and sees the exposition, 
besides earning the 35 cents. It must not be 
forgotten that they are boys with curiosity 
like other boys, and the exposition is a revela- 
tion to them. Some of them have popcorn 
stands, and others various ways of making 
money. When the exposition is over they 
will come back, and the school will fill up 
again ”’ 

“This conversation suggested a visit to the 
school and the call was made last mght. Pro- 
fessor A. N. Wilson, the assistant superin- 
tendent of public schools, is principal of the 
night school. He hasa long and honorab:e 
recordin Atlanta and numbers among his 
pupils such men as ex-Mayor Glenn. 

'*l have been an educator ali my life,” said 
he, “but I knew nothing of night schools till I 
came here. Since I took charge I have been 
studying night school methods in other cities 
where they have had iong experience, and I 
find it the settied ruie that these 
institutions cannot be _— classified 
managed like day schools. 
it is necessarily more like individual instruc- 
tion. But the night school is a practical 
method of education. It Las been in operation 
for vearsin New York, Brooklyn and the 
New England cities. The attendance for each 
teacher is never as large as in the day schools 
ut thereare more different sets of pupils. 
They come and go oftener and others take 
the.r places sooner. So a much larger nuim- 
per is reached than the nightly attendance in- 
dicaies.”’ 

Professor Wilson turned to his books and 
found that up to two weeks before the exposi- 
tion when boys came into brisk demand among 
the exhibitors and others, the attendance atith 
night school averaged 140. It is expected that 
the schoo! will regain this after the exposition. 

A ylance over the different rooms showed 
who the boys are. They are an earnesi set of 
young feilows who evidently mean to get 
an education, cost what it may. 
Some evidently earn their living 
by hard work, while others § ap- 
_ to be merchants’ cierks or office boys. 
Most of them are plainly, though neatly, 
clad. The majority of _ them live at some dis- 
tance from the scl:ools—say nearly as far as 
the city limits, and a good many walk nearly 
two miles every night after a 
hard day’s work. One littie fellow who had 
waiked four milesafter a day’s work was 
overcome with fatigue and his head had 
cropped upon the desk, That little man will 
have to quit, for the walk is too much after his 
work, but pluck like that will getan educa.ion 
yet somewhere. 

‘Most of these boys earn their living,’’ said 
Professor Wilson, ‘‘and some of them help to 
support their parents. They are all in earnest. 
At the start a few vagabouds came here think- 
ing they were going to enter a royal road 
to education ; but they dropped 
Out in one or two nights and we have only 
the boys in earnest. Occasionally a boy 
comes here just for an excuse to get 
away from home at night, but I can tell 
it at once, and when a case of that kind occurs 
I advise the parents to keep them at home. 

“Weare getting good results. The boys 
make good progress in arithmetic, which they 
need most, and they are learning to read and 
write well. We make them familiar with 
business forms and give them the 
elements of bookkeeping with a good founda- 
tion ofpenmanship. In their reading they get 
a clear comprehension of the subjects taken up, 
as well as aitending to the technique of reading 
itself.’’ 

“Can the expense be lessened in proportion 
to the attendance ?”’ 

“Yes. With thesame or less expense we 
can maintain two schools on the north and 
south sides nearer to the boys’ homes. We 
will then get a much larger attendance and 
larger results without increasing the working 
force. You see it is not practicable to classify 
hight pupils iike the grades in a grammar 
school. With the mixed attendance 
we do not conform strictly to classification. 
We take a boy and put him in each study un- 
der the instruction he seems to need, disposing 
of them so that they make the most of their 
time.”’ 

“What is the experience of other cities u 
attendance.”’ 

“I learn from letters and the reports of 
principais that it is considered that a night 
School is doing well when the nightly attend- 
ance averages twenty boys to the teacher. We 
have done better than that until a short time 
before the exposition.”

GAY ABOUT TODD'S BRANCH WATER.

A Meeting Held at the City Hall Yesterday 
Afternoon, in W hich amImportant 
Telegram Was Read. 


Todd’s branch is all right. 

So say the water commissionersand the 
board of health. 

The two bodies have settled the matter and 
Superintendent Richards is sustained in his 
order to have it turned into the reservoir. 

Several days ago the wrangle about the 
matter resulted in having the water submitted 
to Professor McCandless for analysis. 

Three specimens were also sent to Professor 
H.C. White, of Athens. One was filtered 
water, another the water as it came from 
Todd’s branch, and the third was from Har 
don’s branch. 

It was upon this that the autborities were 
waiting. Yesterday morning a telegram came 
from Professor W hite. 


t read: 
“Number one, pure; numbers three and five 


slightly contaminated, but entire!y safe so far 
as analysis can indicate. Uuless they become 
worse, perfectly suitable for use.” 

That was all, but it was sufficient. In the 
afternoon the water board and board of health 
met in Superintendent Richards’s office. 

There were present: Mayor Hemphill, 
Messrs. Erwin, Haas, Hillyer, Smith and 
Winship, of the water board; Dr. Baird, .of 
the board of health. Professor McC andiess, too, 
attended the meeting. 

The telegram was first read. 

The commissioners heard it and then re- 
ferred its contents to the board of health. 

The analysis by Professor White was exam- 
ined, 

Then that of Professor McCandless was 
compared with it. 

The board decided after careful consideration 
that the water could be used, provided it were 
taken at the point from which the samples 
were drawn. 

This was reported to the water commission- 
ers and that body adopted the following reso- 
lution : 

That the superintendent be instructed to put in 
a suitable valve and pipe by which to take water 
from Tood’s branch at a point where the samples 
were taken, and be ready to turn on the water 
hereafter, if so instructed by the board or by the 
mayor. 

‘nat @ copy of these resolutions be furnished 
the board of health, to the end that that body may 
take any necessary measure deemed needful. 

The two bodies were in secret session and 
concluded the meeting about 6 o’clock. Noth- 
ing further of any in:portance was transacted.

A RAILROAD ACCIDENT. 


G. W. Aughtman and Walter Douglass Struck 
by a Passenge Train. 

G. W. Aughtman and Walter Douglass were 
struck by a Georgia railroad fast mail train 
early yesterday morning, and were badly in- 
jured. 

Aughtman is about thirty-five years old, and 
has been empioyed in Lowe's cracker factory, 
and Douglass is a fourteen-year-old apprentice 
employed in the Atlanta piano factory. 
Aughtman was coming in from Reynoldsville, 


where he had spent the night, to his work, ; 


and Douglass was en ronte from his home to 
his place of employment. 

They were walking down the Air-line road 
in opposite directions, near the Decotur street 
crossing when they noticed the switch engine 
approaching. Before they hud advanced five 
steps each, they were struck by a Georgia rail- 

assenzer train and dashed into the arr, 
and thence down the road bed. They were 
picked up and put into a Georgia railroad bag- 
gage car and brougit into the city and carried 
to the Providence infirmery. 

Dr. Hunter P. Cooper, the Georgia railroad 
surgeon was called and dressed the man’s 
wounds. 

Aughtman had his foot cut off and was other- 
wise bruised. Douglass was injured about the 
face and head. Aughtman is still atthe hos- 
pital, resting easy, and Douglass has’ been sent 
home, where he is improving. 


ATTACKED ON THE HIGHWAY. 


An Unknown Woman, Badly Beaten, Re- 
fuses to Tell Her Name. 


A telephone message was received at police 
headquarters last night asking that an oflicer 
be dispatched at once tothe junction of the 
Marietta and Howell’s mills road. 

As the place indicated is out of the city 
limits and not within the police jurisdiction, 
the officer was not therefore sent. An inves- 
tigation of the cause of the request 
was made, and it was found that an un- 
known white woman had been attacked on 
the highway and was almost killed.
